Practically Closed. 
Bcranton, Pa., Sept 14.— Opfrations 
la the II mines owned by the Dela 

ware, Lackawanna and Western rail 
road company, employing 10,000 mine 
workers, are almost at a standstill, 
there being a few men gathered around 
the mine openings, but none fo- 
• ing to work, ilesides these collieries, 
those of the Ontario & Western Rail- 
way company^ embracing the Pine 
Brook, Briggs and Weaten^ Ridge 
minee, employing 1.8M, and the Mount 
Pleasant colliery with 800 employes, 
were shut down, the men having de- 
cided to quit after they bad assembled 
for work. The Delaware and Hudson 
eompanr mines are working, but with 
a small force. The statement given 
out by President Oliphant, of this 
company, was discounted somewhat by 
the action o fthe local unions of bis 
employee In deciding to obey, almost to 
a man, the ord^r to strike, clean up 
their places an-1 leave the mines in 
proper ooadltloa. The Individual op- 
wratlons, over 30 mines and breakera, 
are likewise doing little. The miners 
and labor leaders say they are not dis- 
turbed as yet over the means of sup- 
jport for the strikers. The general 
fMlIag ll that the miners and their 
laborers ore better provided for flnan- 
elally than the public has been led to 
believe. ILvery mine and breaker in 
tka Lackawanna region, extending 
twna PIttston RO!ith to Forest City on 
the north la practically closed. These 
workings have pi veil employment to 
nearly 66,000 pien and boys, more than 
one>thlr4 of .he entire number of em- 
ployes In the antbradte eoal fields of 
Pennsylvania.

London. Sept 14.— The following 
dl.spatch has been received at the war 
office from Lord Roberts: Macbado- 
dorp, Thuraday, Sept IS.— Kniger 
has fled to Lorenzo Marques, and 
Botha has been obliged to give over 
the command of the Boer army, tem- 
porary to VUJoen, on account of 111 
health. In oonasqueace ot this I have 
circulated a proclamation as follow.s: 
'The late President Kruger, with 
Reitz ami the archives of the South 
African republic, hae crobsed the Por- 
tuguese frontier, and arrived at I^r 
enzo Marque."! with tihe view of sailing 
for Europe at* an early date. Kniger 
has formally re»lgne>d the posit io! 
which he held as president of the 
South African repuMfe, thus severing 
his official connection with the Trui.- 
vaal. Kruger'i action shows how 
hopeless is bis opposition in the war 
whicQi baa now been Carried on for 
nearly a year, aiad hia desertion of the 
Boer cau.^e i^horjld make clear to bis 
fellow burgihers that it Is useleb's to 
continue the struggle any longer. 

"It Is probably unknown to the In- 
habitanta of the Traasraal and the 
Orange River colony that aaarly 16.- 
000 of their fellow eubjecta are now 
prisoners of war, not one of whom 
will be released until those nosr under 
arms against us, surrender uncondi- 
tionally. The burghers must be cog- 
nizant of the fact that no intervention 
in their behalf can oome from any of 
the great powers and further that the 
British enplre Is determined to com- 
plete Vb» work which has already cost 
so biaay llres and oarry to a conclu- 
sion the war declared against her by 
the late goveraneats of the Tranavaal 
and the Orange Tne State, a war to 
which there ran lie only one ending." 

The proclamation then points out 
tluit with the exeepUoB of the small 
area whic^h General Botha i.s 
defending, the was has degen- 
erated into irr-'Kular operations which 
must be brought to an early conclu- 
sion, and eoDdudas; "The means I 
am compelled to adipf are those 
which the customs of war prescribe as 
applicable to such cases. They are 
ruinous to the country, entail endless 
suffering to the burghers, and their 
families, and the longer this guerilla 
warfare continue9» the more vigorous- 
ly must they be enforced."

I lias caused him to reconalder bis pro- 
posed departure. 

Accardinif to n p n ts Ru.^.el.a has 
in.-i>teil th it t!ie (inper ir ill rcMirn 
and assuoue full direction of govern- 
mental affairs, entirely displacing the 
emprefts dowager and t!i.it I'rime 
Tuan be punl.shed for liis iurt iu tlie 
recent trouiiie. It j-; these de- 

mands have been made to Li Hung 
Chang. Minister Wu is entirely with- 
out inf.irm.ition on the>e points, but 
expieised eome d )ul)t as to wiieiiicr 
such steps have been taken. 

Even more Important than the de- 
parture of Eiari LI was the informa- 
tion conveyed by .Minister Wu that 
an imperial decrei' n imcil Yung Lu to 
j )in with Prince Ohing and LI Hung 
Uhang as a commission to negotiate 
peace. Yung Lu Is the commander of 
the army in China, and diirinc; the re- 
cent trouljle he was identified witli the 
antl-foreign sentiment. Hl.s a.ppoint- 
ment Is not likely to be well received 
by the powers, for be.^itle his recent 
performant'es he i-: i li utified with the 
most obstructive element in China. 

The Chinese commission now ap- 
pears to be complete, comprising LI 
Hung Chang, Prince Cbing and Yung 
Lu. No nieniion is made of the ap- 
pointment of the viceroys of Nankin 
and Wu Chang who have been recom- 
mended by Ei^r\ LI and it is the opin- 
ion of Mr. Wu that their service Is 
inexpedient beriiise of tlie dilfl'Ulty 
in leaving the southern provinces and 
making the long trip to Peking.

Quaint Charaoter Dead. 

Athens, O,, Sept. 14.— John Tucker, 
a quaint character at Alfred, thl.-i 
county It dead. He fought In- 
dians In Kentucky, waa a pugilistic 
champion In his community, a leader 
at eij'kfights and dogfights, belonged 
to no chuith, and hadn't voted for 40 
years, being originally a Whig. He 
rmoked and chewed the btrongest to- 
bacco obtainable, but wis temperate 
In other respects an>i w mid have been 
100 years old In December. 



Houston, Sept 14.— A list 9t 2,701 
names of the Oalveston dead has been 
compiled from various sources, but Is 

believed to aut^wntic. There were 
hundreds of bodies burned, buried at 
.sea and In the sand of which no Identl- 
flcatioti was possible; there were other 
hundreds who were burled on the 
beach of the maiul.ind, fesv of whom 
have been identified. There ore many 
bodies stiU in the ruina of Oalveston 
and scattered along tbe beach of the 
mainland and in the marshea where 
they were thrown by the water. Some 
of these bodies have been sent 20 
miles inland along small water cours- 
es by the rush of high waters. Taking 
all things Into consideration there 
.«•« ins no l inger any doubt that the 
number of dead will reach beyond tbe 
estimate of 6,000, which baa been 
made by M ly Ji- J )nes, M tjor H. C. 
Lowe, an 1 olhrr rcli.ible citizens of 
Gal ve..,t(in. 

The people wihu have arrived here 
from Oalveston in a dilapitated con- 
dition are being cired for as wclT as 
po.-.-ilile. l'"oiir Ijiiil.linfJT-i have been 
set apaii for the beiielit of refugees, 
but of the 3,5UU wiho have, reached 
here so far, not more than 800 remain 
in the ini'dic < hurge, tlie reni iindcr of 
tliein going to the lumes of relatives 
and friends. The owner of the htcam- 
er Lawrence has ordered the boat 
turned over to Adjutant Scurry who In 
in charge at (i.ilvestou and the trans- 
portation of people from Galve.-ton to 
tile interior will proceed faster. There 
has been delay in the transportation 
of provisions because of a la?k of 
boats, but tliere a:'i> more boats now 
and the wo^rk will be faster and mote 
complete. 

Agents of sever.il Insurance com- 
panies are p issing through to Galves- 
ton. They say there i.- e.'rt lin to lie 
much confusion, but they do not know 
what action will be taken by the com- 
panies, concerning the payment of 
claims without proof of death which, 
in 111 i;iy cisf^s, will be imp.i-sible. 

Contributions of money continue to 
come In, as do supplies of all sorts. 

Gulf rilves I'p the Dead. 
Houbton, Sept 1.— Ed Dorchester, 
manager of the Velaaco terminal has 

rea.aed this city. He says three- 
fourtlis of the Velasio people lost 
t)lieir hjiiies and four persons were 
drowned. Eight bodies washed ashore 
at Surfside, supposed to be from Oalves- 
ton. At (inint ill I. sevi iity-five per 
cent of the buildings are destroyed. 
No lives were lost there. Mr. Nations 
of Velasco reports that nearly the 
whole country is devasted and that 
Vel asco has hardly a h.Jiise that will 
bear Inspection. People are suffering 
for the necessitlea of life and. manjr 
w4io ars sick need medicines. He re- 
ports mony dead bodies now ootnlng 
In from the ^iilf an i outsld* lialp Is 
needed to liury the dead. 

<'oiiiiiii)ii reoplf Kured Worst. 
HouMoii, Sept. 14.— There are few 
prominent names In the list of dead 
from Oalveston. Most of them are 
people who were not well known out- 
side their own ciixle of acquaintances. 
The class of people who are dead were 
working people, small tradesmen and 
•mall professional men and their fam- 
ilies. The reason for this is plain, In- 
asmuch a.s tlie greatest force of the 
hurricane w.is exerted agalnat the 
east end, west end and the water flront, 
while In the center of the city, where 
the people of grater prominence lived, 
there was not ^o much loss of life. 

Strewn With Debris. 
Hitc!hco< k, Tex., Sept. 14.— Scores of 
the dead from Oalveston are yet un- 
buried. as the bodies are too badly de- 
composed to haul and there Is too 
much water uu the pr.iirie to admit of 
dig^'ing graves. To form 'some Idea 
Of the wave which reached Hitchcock, 
a large pile driver if the Southern Pa- 
cific works at Galveston and also a 
large barge laden with ooal are lying 
in the pear orchards near town. Box 
cars, raUway Iron, drawbridges, tibuaes, 
schooners cmd every conceivable thing 
are lying over the prairie some U 
milcd from their former location.
